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steam as heating medium through pipe 
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A(4-E2E1, 4-G2E4, 11-A2B, 1 1-B8C, 12-H2) 



A long resin pipe (e.g.. of bridged polyethylene, polyvinyl chloride, 
etc.) having a heal insulator layer and also having a rolled shape is 
softened by passing a heat medium (.e.g.. high-pressure steam, etc.) 
through the pipe, and the pipe so softened is sent out and laid on a 
desired root. In this case, when the bridged polyethylene pipe is laid, 
a heat medium of 60*120 deg.C is pref. used. Also when a polyvinyl 
chloride pipe is used, a heat medium of 40-60 deg.Cis pref. used. 

USE/ AD VANTAGE - This method can effectively and easily lay a 
long resin pipe of a desired shape on a given root because the rolled 
shape of the pipe can be easily removed by softening and the pipe 
can be freely bent by small forces during the period when it is 
softened by heating. This method is affectively applicable to pipes 
with heat Insulators of glass wool, expanded resins, etc., and large- 
size bridged polyethylene pipes. (2pp Dwg.No.0/0) 
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
